ie COMPANY, : 
The aunual general meeting of the Share-. 
| holders.of.the above Company was held.on 
the afternoon of the 23th August, at the 


attendance of shareholders. -The Bon, W. 
Keswick cocupied tha chair; and amongst 
those preseit were— Hon.-P. Ryrie, Messra 
Helland, ‘Bertrand, Pyke, Burrows, Kow- 


Anderson, Kaye, Margeseon, Deacon, Rut- 
turijee, Soames, Gillson, J. S. Lapratk (Se- 
cretary), H, O.-Culdwell (Solicitor), and 
others. 

The Chairman, having read the Report 
‘of the Directors for the year (which had 
been already - published . and: circulated), 
-ptoposed ita adoption, together with the 
approval of the accounts, . 

Mr Pyke then rose and said that there 
Were oue or two items ‘in the accounts to 
which he wished to draw attention, Dur- 
ing the past’ year the earnings ut Whampoa- 
had been $7,629.84, while the mess account 
hid been’ for the same ‘time over $5,000; 
and although the previous year’s oarniugs 
were as much as $27,000, the oxpenso for 
mesaing had becn about the same amount. 
Now, in his opinion, the time had arrived 
for. decrease, of expenses, although time 


wuch thought of; times were now very dif- 
forent, and the general expenses ought cor- 
tainly: tobe reduced. Jt was strange that 
although the earnings were so-yery much 
leas, that. the messing expense should be 
almost exaotly the same, "there was ano- 
ther large item which he wished should be 
satisfactorily explained, viz., $10,382.83, 
which’ was put down in a: lump sum as 
‘sundry charges at Hongkong, Whampoa 
and Aberdeén;” it was\a véry lurge aum,; 
and thoy ought. to have some detailed ac- 
count-of it, He had no wish to complain 
of the manageineut of the Dock, but it was 
4 absolutely incumbent upon them to reduce 
the expenditure. There the messing item 
for the year was the-same as that of the 
previous year, although the demanda upon, 
the mess must have been. much more ‘dur- 
ing the year previous. . He was not present 
when the handsome dividend of 16 percent 
waa declared last year, and he was not pre- 
pared to arguo the question; but he had been 
told thatthe Gompany , had: to borrow mo- 
ney, shortly after the last dividend was de- 
clared, in order 10. meet its liabilities. 
Again, be ubserved from the’ accoynts that 
no allowouce was made for the depreciation 
of steamers or buildings, although neither 
could bu of the same value after.a lapse of 
three years, There was no doubt some de- 
precialiou ‘at~all events, especially upon 
steamers, aud something ought to have 
been written off for both, 

‘The Chairman replied that, although less 

business had been done at Whampoa, it did 
not follow. that the sum of $420-a-month 
for messipg should be lessened, »-‘That sum 
was not at all out of the way, and although 
the Directors were most anxious to lessen 
the expenses as much.as possible, the effici- 
ency of the Docks must be preserved ; and 
in-his opinion, deduictitig-from the mess 
account would not add to the stticiuney of 
the staff. As to Mr Pyke’s remark upon 
sundry charges, -he had a document. which 
contained particulars of every. item of the 
sum named, but. which; although it was too 
long’ to read, was open to the inspection of 
every one, ‘and would be handed round, 
Regardiug the dividend declared last year, 
the Chairman ssid that he was not present, 
or, contectel with the Dock. Company, 
then, but he believed that it was deolared 
by obtaining a loan on the stock:

THE REPORTED INSULT TO THE 
BRITISH FLAG:IN MEXICO. * 
American papers publish’ the followitig, 
dated San Francisoo, July -2:—" Advices. 
from Mazatlan to the 22nd of June report 
that a serious difficulty had occurred be- 
tween Commander Bridge, of the English 
war steamer Chanticleer, and the Mexican 
authorities at that place, . The Chanticleer, 
it is said, was in a perilous situation off the . 
coast, and fired signal guns for assistance, 
A pilot wout out and released the ship from 
her position: of danger, but the commander 
of the steamer refused to pay the pilot for 
hie services and proceedéd. to Mazatlan, - 
‘The collector of the port of Mazatlan was 
notified that-one of the officers ‘of the Bri- 
tish war steamer was engaged in conveying 
specie.on board to avoid the export duty, - 
and caused his arreat. The officer's parson 
was searched and a quantity of gold. found 
upon him. The captain of. the Chanticleer 
came ashore, and in a very excitéd. wander: 
déclared that his vessul and himself: had. 
edn insulted by the indignity offered to bin 
subordinates. High words followed, which 


culminated in the arreat and search :of the 


person of the British commander by order 
of the collector, who asserted his suspicion 
that the commander also was implicated in 
smuggling specie on board of his veasel. 
Captain Bridge thou went on board ‘of the. 
Chanticleer and notified the inhabitants’ of 
Mazatlan that he was about to bombard tha 
city for the insult offered to the Hnglish . 
flay. The captain’s proclamation of hostili- - 

ty caused great excitement, and. numerous 
communications iti writing passed . between 
Captain Bridgo, General Corona, and the 
civil authorities.. The United States Con- 
sul, Mr, Session, acting as mediator, ulti- 
mately induced the British commander to 
inodify bis proclamation gp a8 to. place..the 
port of Mazatlun under blockade go far, as 
Mexican vessels were concerned, until he 
could receive orders from the British Ad- 
miiral commanding on his station. ".
